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To  the  Users,  Friends  and  Supporters  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library: 


Tlu-  year  2000-01  was  one  of  growth  and  continuity  for  [he  San  Francisco 
Public  Library.  With  new  emphasis  and  resources  toward  providing 
outstanding  sen-ice  to  our  community,  the  Library  continued  to  focus  on 
,   people,  books,  literacy  and  our  neighborhood  libraries. 

During  the  summer  of  2000,  we  introduced  e-books,  representing  a  new 
path  for  collection  development  and  reference  services.  This  new  service  enables  users  to  borrow 
browse,  search,  read  and  return  books  online  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 

As  part  of  an  ongoing  effort  to  improve  services  lo  all  users,  the  Library  began  publishing  its  home 
page  in  Spanish.  By  clicking  on  Rccursos  en  Espanol  at  www.sfpl.org,  patrons  can  access  in  Spanish 
the  web  catalog  and  all  help  screens,  real  time  reference  and  information  on  searching  the  Internet 
In  November,  San  Francisco  voters  passed  Prop  A,  a  $106  million  bond  measure  that  will 
upgrade  19  branch  libraries,  replace  four  rented  branch  facilities  with  permanent  City-owned 
buildings,  and  build  a  new  library  in  Mission  Bay.  The  bond  measure  had  significant  impact  on  our 
planning  and  activities  for  the  year.  We  conducted  a  series  of  focus  groups,  surveys  and  commu- 
nity meetings  to  help  define  library  users'  facilities  needs  and  service  priorities. 

Based  on  this  research,  the  Library  began  work  on  a  comprehensive  Branch  Facilities  Plan, 
which  will  serve  as  a  planning  document  and  guide  to  future  design  and  services  in  the  branch 
libraries.  Working  with  the  City's  Department  of  Real  Estate,  the  Library  held  meetings  in  Glen 
Park,  Ingleside,  Portola  and  Visitacion  Valley  to  begin  the  process  of  identifying  potential  sites  for 
the  new  branches.  The  Ingleside  Branch  moved  from  its  rented  facility  on  Ashton  Avenue  to  a 
more  visible  and  prominent  location  on  Ocean  Avenue. 

Reflecting  the  importance  of  many  of  the  branch  libraries  to  the  history  and  character  of  the 
neighborhoods,  the  San  Francisco  Landmarks  Preservation  Advisory  Board  determined  that  all 
seven  Carnegie  libraries.  Mission,  Richmond,  Sunset,  Golden  Gate,  Noe  Valley,  Chinatown  and 
Presidio  are  worthy  of  landmark  status.  At  its  June  meeting,  the  Landmarks  Board  adopted  reso- 
lutions supporting  landmark  status  for  the  Mission  and  Chinatown  Branches. 

In  addition  to  its  work  related  to  the  branch  bond,  ongoing  maintenance  of  the  branches  and 
Main  Library,  and  its  fiduciary  oversight  of  the  budget,  the  Library  Commission  tackled  several 
public  policy  issues.  These  included  adopting  new  guidelines  tor  user  behavior  and  a  new  fine  and 
fee  schedule,  and  supporting  continued  unfiltered  access  to  the  Internet  at  all  library  computers. 
The  Commission  reviewed  the  Library's  new  three-year  technology  plan,  as  well  as  plans  to  move 
to  a  web-based  Integrated  Library  System. 

We're  pleased  to  report  that  on  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  Mayor 
Willie  L.  Brown,  Jr.  appointed  Susan  Hildreth  as  San  Francisco's  City  Librarian.  Susan  had  served 
as  Acting  City  Librarian  since  February  2000.  One  of  the  significant  achievements  that  preceded 
the  appointment  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Ocean  View  Branch  Library  -  the  first  new  branch 
to  open  in  San  Francisco  in  more  than  30  years.  The  opening  was  a  major  event  in  the  communi- 
ty, which  had  fought  long  and  hard  for  a  new  library. 

During  the  year,  over  200,000  adults  and  children  attended  programs  and  viewed  exhibitions 
in  the  Main  and  Branches.  One  of  the  Library's  most  acclaimed  exhibitions  was  New  Main  to  New 
Millenium:  Gifts  &  Acquisitions  1996-2001.  Among  the  many  interesting  items  were  a  300-pound 
Albion  handpress,  experimental  calligraphy,  and  rock  postcards  from  the  1960s.  This  exhibition 
presented  a  wide  range  of  formats  of  acquisitions,  from  books,  drawings,  and  photographs  to 
posters,  sheet  music,  letters,  historic  newspapers,  and  more. 

For  the  third  time  in  the  past  decade,  San  Francisco  hosted  the  American  Library  Association 
Annual  Conference.  Our  staff  and  a  committee  of  Bay  Area  librarians  provided  hospitality  for 
some  25,000  visiting  library  professional  colleagues,  contributing  to  a  successful  conference. 

In  total,  the  year  2000-01  was  an  exceptionally  active  and  productive  one  for  the  Library  and 
set  in  motion  a  major  program  of  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  branch  library  system. 
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Exhibitions  and  Programs 

From  author  programs  and  writing  seminars  to 
legal  advice  and  Supervisor  candidate  district 
debates,  special  programs  were  offered  throughout 
the  year.  Symposiums,  films  and  lectures,  poetry 
and  literary  teas  were  among  the  program  highlights. 
The  Affinity  Centers  offered  a  diversity  of  themes 
in  public  programs  and  exhibitions  related  to 
GLBT,  African  American,  environmental,  musical, 
Chinese  and  Filipino  American  interests.  The 
Skylight  and  Jewett  galleries  featured  exhibitions 
on  calligraphy  and  book  arts,  wit  and  humor,  pho- 
tography, and  children's  art,  and  popular  culture 
themes,  such  as  the  holdings  of  the  Hispanic 
Heritage  Baseball  Museum. 


Profile:  Susan  Hildreth 

Two  ballot  measures,  the  first  new  library  branch 
in  30  years  and  a  host  of  other  challenges  are  just 
some  of  the  issues  City  Librarian  Susan  Hildreth 
tackled  in  2000-2001. 

While  forging  strong  relationships  within  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Susan  remains 
active  in  state  and  national  library  association 
work.  She  concluded  a  six-year  tenure  as  Treasurer 
of  the  California  Library  Association,  while  assum- 
ing responsibility  as  first  chair  and  active  member 
of  the  CLA  Bond  Task  Force.  In  this  capacity,  she 
was  instrumental  in  the  passage  of  the  statewide 
library  bond  measure,  Proposition  14.  She  is  active 
on  several  committees  of  the  Public  Library 
Association  and  the  CLA  Legislative  Committee. 
Her  former  work  for  the  California  State  Library 
as  a  Planning  Consultant  provided  experience  and 
valuable  knowledge  of  broader  statewide  issues. 

Susan  Hildreth  took  top  honors  in  October 
2000  as  one  of  six  City  managers  to  receive  the 
prestigious  Public  Managerial  Excellence  Award,

sponsored  by  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Research  (SPUR),  the  Municipal  Fiscal  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Mayor  (MFAC)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  granting  the 
award,  the  event's  sponsors  noted  her  commitment 
to  improving  customer  services  and  internal  opera- 
tions at  the  Library  and  her  outstanding  leadership 
on  the  development  of  an  ambitious  strategic  plan. 
The  award  further  cited  her  "rare  combination  of 
skillful  management  and  her  ability  to  forge  con- 
sensus among  key  stakeholders."

Rebuilding  the  Branch  Libraries:  Proposition  A 

In  November  2000.  voters  overwhelmingly  passed 
Proposition  A,  a  S106  million  bond  measure  to 
restore  and  rebuild  San  Frandsco's  26  neighbor- 
hood branch  libraries.  Many  of  the  branch  libraries 
are  more  than  60  vears  old  and  have  not  been 
modernized  to  meet  today's  user  needs.  Even  of 
more  concern:  15  branches  received  a  seismic  haz- 
ard rating  of  3  or  4,  making  them  vulnerable  to 
partial  or  total  collapse  during  a  major  earthquake.

Overdue  Books  Amnesty 

Delinquent  borrowers  got  a  break  this  year  when 
the  Library  held  a  fine  tree  amnesty  for  overdue 
materials  June  1-15,  called  Slum*  the  Thrill.  Return 
the  Boohs!  San  Francisco  Chronicle  cartoonist  Phil 
Frank  created  graphics  and  publicity  featuring  his 
bears  Alfonse  and  Bruin  Hilda  from  his  daily  car- 
toon, Farley.  Bruin  Hilda  further  supported  the 
amnesty  by  making  a  personal  appearance  with 
her  creator  to  sign  posters.  The  library  fee  amnesty 
helped  recover  over  5,000  overdue  books,  valued 
at  close  to  S  100,000.

Summertime  for  kids  is  for  hikes,  camp,  summer 
jobs,  swimming,  seeing  their  friends,  watching 
movies,  taking  a  class,  and  -  best  of  all  -  reading! 
Nearly  9,050  children  ages  13  and  under  enrolled 
in  our  Summer  Reading  Club,  which  was  entitled 
"Coil  Up  With  a  Good  Book."  Of  these  young 
readers,  46%  finished  the  program  by  reading  eight 
hours  or  more.  Branches  and  the  Main  Library 


system  today  is  to  provide  a  balance  between  technology  and  traditional  services. 
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Thanks  to  passage  of  Proposition  A,  the  Library 
now  has  the  resources  to  retrofit  unstable  build- 
ings; add  wheelchair  ramps,  elevators,  bathrooms 
and  provide  other  facilities  that  conform  to  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act;  upgrade  electrical 
systems  to  accommodate  today's  technology;  and 
reconfigure  space  to  expand  library  programs.  The 
work  will  be  done  in  several  phases  to  allow  for 
community  input,  design  and  construction. 
Construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  2003  and 
end  in  2009.  The  campaign  for  Proposition  A  was 
funded  entirely  by  the  Friends  &  Foundation, 
which  also  has  pledged  to  raise  S15  million  in  addi- 
tional funds  to  furnish  the  renovated  branches.

Ingleside  Branch  Move 

Neighborhood  and  community  support  helped 
pave  the  way  to  move  the  Ingleside  Branch  from  a 
storefront  site  to  a  more  prominent  and  much  larger 
location  on  Ocean  Avenue.  The  spacious  new 
5,000  square  foot  location,  which  provides  four 
times  the  space,  celebrated  its  opening  in  June. 
The  building  is  fully  accessible,  has  additional  com- 
puter workstations,  and  features  special  areas  for 
children  and  teens.  The  Ingleside  Branch  is  one  of 
the  Library's  four  rented  facilities  which  will  be 
replaced  by  a  permanent  City-owned  facility,  using 
funds  from  the  November  2000  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Bond.

Tool  Lending  Center 

The  back  yard  is  crying  out  for  a  new  deck  and  gar- 
den, but  such  amenities  are  not  consistent  with 
your  personal  budget.  Now,  with  the  opening  of 
the  Library's  new  Tool  Lending  Center  in  January, 
such  projects  can  move  ahead.  Renters  and  proper- 
ty owners  in  San  Francisco  now  can  borrow  over 
1,000  tools,  ranging  from  stepladders,  saws,  drills, 
garden  equipment  and  more  at  no  cost  to  the  user. 
Better  yet,  tool  lending  specialists  will  train  indi- 
viduals, community  groups,  and  small  businesses 
to  undertake  home  repair,  community  rebuilding, 
gardening  and  other  improvement  projects.  In 
addition  to  tools,  the  Center  has  a  reference  library 
of  books,  periodicals,  and  videos  to  help  facilitate 
projects.  The  Tool  Lending  Center  is  a  joint  project 
of  the  Library  and  the  San  Francisco  League  of 
Urban  Gardeners  (SLUG).

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Accomplishments  in  2000-2001 

Summer  2000  marked  the  conclusion  of  the  Friends 
&  Foundation's  Campaign  for  a  New  Ocean  View 
Library.  The  Friends  &  Foundation  was  excited  to 
successfully  mobilize  private  funders  and  public 
support  to  raise  S445.000  -  S17S.000  more  than  its 
goal  -  to  furnish  and  equip  the  new  Ocean  View 
library.  The  new  branch,  which  houses  a  state-of-the- 
art  computer  training  room,  an  expanded  book 
collection,  and  a  spacious  children's  area,  serves  as  a 
neighborhood  safe  haven  and  a  symbol  of  regenera- 
tion for  a  long-neglected  community. 

Trie  Friends  &  Foundation  championed  advocacy 
efforts  at  City  Hall  and  in  San  Francisco's  commu- 
nities to  support  Proposition  A,  a  bond  measure  to 
fund  the  renovation  of  19  branches,  replace  four 
leased  branch  facilities  with  City-owned  buildings, 
and  construct  a  new  branch  in  Mission  Bay.  In 
November  2000,  the  measure  passed  with  flying 
colors  -  with  75%  of  voters  in  support.  Because 
Prop  A  only  provides  funding  for  construction,  the 
Friends  &  Foundation  is  preparing  to  embark  on  a 
S15  million  capital  campaign  to  furnish  and  equip 
the  new  and  renovated  branches. 

In  April,  the  Friends  &  Foundation  expanded  its 
book  operations  by  opening  a  new  store  at  the  Main 
Library.  Like  its  sister  store  at  Fort  Mason,  Book 
Bay  at  the  Main  is  primarily  staffed  by  dedicated 
volunteers  and  acquires  its  stock  from  books 
donated  by  the  public.  In  the  first  two  and  a  half 
months  it  was  open,  the  new  store  sold  $47,500  in 
donated  books. 
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Programs  In  2000-2001 

I  he  Friends  &  Foundation  continues  to  be  grateful 
For  its  loyal  constituency  of  3,000  members  (with 
more  than  a  75%  annual  renewal  rate)  and  its  ti3(S 
volunteers,  who  worked  more  than  20,700  hours 
this  year,  stall  inn  the  Annual  Book  Sale  and  the 
Laureates  Dinner,  volunteering  to  read  to  patients 
in  hospitals,  working  in  both  bookstores,  and  pro- 
viding much  needed  office  support. 

The  Friends  &  Foundation  supported  programs 
tor  children  and  youth,  including  Summer  Reading, 
a  program  that  inspires  more  than  10,000  children 
and  teens  (ages  6  to  18)  to  keep  reading  ewer  sum- 
mer vacation  and  fosters  a  lifelong  love  for  the 
library,  and  High  School  &  Beyond,  which  offers 
free  SAT  workshops  and  vocational  counseling  to 
middle  and  high  school  students  so  that  they  can 
make  informed  decisions  about  their  futures. 

In  addition  to  supporting  Proposition  A,  the 
Friends  &  Foundation  invested  in  the  Library's 
future  by  granting  the  Library  $250,000  to  fund 
the  Branch  Facilities  Plan,  a  study  that  will  help 
the  Library  direct  the  future  design  and  services

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of  the  renovated  branch  libraries.  We  were  also 
pleased  to  contribute  $50,000  to  move  the  Ingleside 
Branch  from  an  inadequate  1,237  square  foot  store- 
front to  a  building  with  greater  accessibility,  better 
technology,  and  more  space. 

Working  collaboratively  with  the  Library,  the 
Friends  &  Foundation  coordinated  free  programming 
lor  the  Wallace  Stegner  Environmental  Center  and 
the  James  C.  Hormel  Gay  and  Lesbian  Center. 

Stegner  Center  programs  included  a  series  of 
lectures  focusing  on  green  energy,  genetically  mod- 
ified foods,  and  environmental  justice;  a  day-long 
conference  entitled  "Healthy  Buildings:  Alternatives 
to  Toxics  in  Construction";  an  author  lecture 
series;  the  fifth  annual  River  of  Words  Poetry  and 
Art  Show,  and  an  exhibit  of  California  artist  Tom 
Killion's  wood  and  linocut  prints  of  the  High  Sierra. 

Programs  at  the  Hormel  Center  focused  on  out- 
reach both  in  and  outside  of  the  GLBT  community, 
collaborating  with  organizations  such  as  the  Gay  & 
Lesbian  Historical  Society,  the  Harvey  Milk  Institute, 
and  the  Wallace  Stegner  Environmental  Center. 
Highlights  included  a  series  of  panels  entitled 
"Queer  at  the  End  of  the  Century";  Trans-Art  2001, 
an  exhibit  on  transgender  history  and  culture;  a 
lecture  by  lesbian  writer  Lucy  Jane  Bledsoe  about 
her  travels  in  Antarctica;  and  an  event  honoring 
pioneer  activist  Barbara  Gittings  (co-sponsored  by 
the  GLBT  roundtable  of  the  American  Library 
Association). 

Finally,  on  April  2  the  Friends  &  Foundation 
hosted  the  Fifth  Annual  Library  Laureates  Dinner, 
an  intimate  dinner  and  major  fundraising  event  in 
which  300  library  supporters  honored  32  Bay  Area 
writers  and  celebrated  the  relationship  between 
writers,  readers,  and  the  public  library. 

As  we  approach  the  coming  year,  the  Friends  & 
Foundation  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  part- 
nership with  the  Library.  Together,  we'll  provide 
exemplary  programs  and  services,  push  forward 
with  branch  improvements,  and  keep  building  the 
best  possible  public  library  for  San  Francisco.
